applied by. the aggressive ambition of 
foreicn, countries 
pathisa’ with China in all these aspirations 
and should assist her ‘reasonable hopes, 
instead of. opp sing them by crabbed 
reference to the lottér of this law or 
the text of that protocol. General 
Aoki is evidently a firm believer in 


4 Chinn's future as a great world Power. 


Ho says that in four years’ lime she wil 
have an army of 36 Divisions ; that she is 
now busily engaged training officers, and 
that when she has achieved her present 
purposes, she will be a powerful military 
Stat. The spirit now animating her is
